HISTORY AND ‘POLITICS. 


“Morley,” in-an adavees that he gave 


' Jin Manchester in 1912 as. Chancellor 


of the. University, recalled.a good story’ 
that Bryce was.fond of telling in sup- 
warning. that historians’ 
parallels - are often misleading. During 
the agitation -over the Bulgarian 
atrocities he met an eminent professor

safe guide’ to -politics. Bryce, whose: 
vast reputation for learning was based 


*- [originally on his cldssical work on the 
_| Holy: Roman. Empire, -could-hardly be 


disregarded as an historical authority

{o his friend that, though. party politi- 
cians might, be divided, no student. of 
history, ‘since ‘history: was so safe a 
guide, could be in any doubt about the 
policy the Government should pursue. 
His, friend assented .warmly. “We 
ought,” said Bryce,:to warn the Sul- 
tan that he is wholly in the wrong - 
and can have no.support from -us.” 
“No, indeed,” rejoined his friend. “I 
mean - just the opposite.” Few his- 
torians think their fellow-historians 


,Juntouched by passion or. . prejudice. 


Least of all is this true when the sub- 
ject is. full of violent emotions and 
memories. Napoleon said once that 
there. would be no peace in history till 
the whole. generation that lived in the 
French Revolution’ was extinct. But 
its memories lived longer than its men 
and women. Taine, one of its greatest 
interpreters, was born in 1828,. but 
Aulard, the famous spokesman for. an- 
other school, said of him, “The docu- 
ment does not speak to Taine; he is-
